Our finest resorts of the California moun-~ 
tains are the refuges not only of people 
seeking vacations, but of wild living things. 
The delight of the campers is to see deer 
and mountain jays, tracks of coyotes and 
the passing of a cougar in the moonlight. 
The silence of the timber belt is not broken 
by the rifle shots of the visitors, 

The killers during closed season are not 
so much the week-enders amd the 
tioners as it is the handful of local resi 
dents—the “natives”—who make the spe 


man, the homesteader, the settler who de 
stroys public property for private appetite. 

But the fact is those who destroy wild 
life contrary to the law injure the value of 
property in the back country. 


dering around a woods camping resort is 
worth several dollars a week on the rent 
of each cottage or shack. People will pay 
$20 a week where they can see an occa 
sional deer, when they would not pay more 


than $12 or $15 a week if there was no 
deer there. 

If wild deer were running around in these 
game refuges, as they should be if the 
public sentiment demanded law enforce- 
ment, the fact that one could photograph 
such game would be worth $25,000 as an 
advertising proposition to the leased camp 
promoters every month. They could better 
afford to give the handful of illicit game 
killers meat for every meal than to permit 
the deer killing that goes on over the 
ranges in the so-called “game refuges.” 


The truth of the 
matter is game in 
any given territory 
is killed off by a 


mere handful of all- 
the-yeara round 
killers. I have in- 
vestigated the 
question of same 
destruction 
in about fifty re 
gions from New 
England to Call- 
fornia. The dé 
struction is invart- 
ably caused by 
from one to five 
local hunters, who 
‘make a busigess 
of constant raiding 
of the game cover. 
In the Saratoga 
Springs territory 
of New York State, 
for example, three 
or four poacher 
trout fishermen, 
supplying the race- 
track dinner 
crowds with brook 


trout, kept § the 
streanis in that 
territory caught 


clean. Grouse and 
woodcock were 
killed off by from one to five professional 
hunters in such villages as Corinth, North- 
_ ville, in the Speculator territory, and #0 on. 

In other words, less than six hunters 
and fishermen in any territory will destroy, 
if they are constantly hunting and fishing, 
the commercial wild life of communities 
of a thousand to ten thousand population. 
They hog the sport-—and make poor liv- 
ings at it. 

These violators are nearly all good fel- 
lows. They have the cheery viewpoint on 
life of the ne’er-do-well. They plead pov- 
erty. They plead hard luck. They really 
are ignorant of the destruction they bring 

. down upon the cover they raid. Yet it is 
curious how long they are allowed to ply 
their business of destroying tens of thou- 
sands of dollars value for a few hundred 
dollars price annually. 


Game wardens are unable to enforce 
game laws where hotel companies and 
camp managers are in league with the 
poachers. Few owners of camp-leasing 
propositions are aware of the damage done 
to their business by the fellows who hog 
the game and fish. A hundred inexpert 
fishermen catching four or five pounds of 
trout in a week in a region will advertise 
that territory to ten thousand fishermen. 
But one map catching ten, fifteen or twenty

pounds over the limit of trout two or three 
days a week—selling the fish “so they 
won't be wasted’—will rule the fishing in 
moderation of from one bundred to two 
hundred ordinarily expert and reasonable 
fishermen. 


But aside from the pound-weight esti- 
mates of fish values, taken by one or dis- 
tributed among a hundred, the fact that a 
lake is protected against the individual's 
insolent and habitual theft of the sport of 
all meams more people coming to that place. 
People do not go to regions where game 
and fish laws are violated, where same 
wardens are not assisted by popular senti- 


ment, as they do to territories where the 
public’s living creatures are protected from 
the blood-lusters. 


The popularity of the Yellowstone and 
Yosemite parks is due to the protection 
of wild life as much as to any other cause. 
There are enormous areas of mountain re 
gions, where the scenery is as beautiful, 
where conditions of geology, forest, can- 
yon, mountain and vista are as charming 
as the average In the great wild life re 
serves with certain details of extraordinary 
beauty. But these vastnesses are without 
any such attraction as the tame deer, the 
tame bears, the elk, the wild game and 
the wild singers, players, unhunted furred 
and feathered creatures, where State and 
Federal Rangers really protect wild life. 

There is no excuse now, not even per- 
mission by game law, for the killing of 
deer in most parts of California, Tens of 
thousands of deer were killed during the 
hoofand-mouth disease scare. Until this 
perhaps necessary slaughter is made up 
there should be no open season for deer 
killing im the regions involved. | 

A flock of the magnificent bluejays, with 
their crests, thelr rich colorings, their in- 
telligence—the jays, magpies, crows and 
ravens are most intelligent of bird life— 
make an asset for a resort camp. ,A flock 


of jays at a group of camps will, because 
of their talking points, add many dollars 
to a summer's receipts merely by wholly 
unsuspected tales by enthusiastic if often 
inaccurate nature observers. Few camp 
managers have any idea of the cash value 
of even a tame chipmunk, let alone a big 
game squirrel, in a group of cabins for 
lease. 


California quail, charming little birds of 
the utmost beauty, are generally regarded 
as a shooting asset. Resorts advertise 
good quail killing. But people who do not 
shoot quail suffer agonies as they realize 
these lovely creatures are subject to the 


Dad will remember them. If he doesn't, they are prairie chickens, and they are now growing scarce. 


No. 10 shot loads of the gunners, in and 
out of season. A flock of quail or doves 
at a camp is worth thousands of dollars 
in advertising. And where quail are scarce 
the camp managers should see to it that 
no killing te done there. 

Bears, especially, ought not to be killed. 
An ordinary black bear seen by tourists 
in a park but running at large is worth 
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probably $50,000 to $100,000 im advertising 


annually. A grizzly, as witness those of 
the Yellowstone Park-—-some of them sav- 
age and willful brutes, at that—ise worth 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

A cougar fs of doubtful value as an ad 
vertisement. People, however, rather de 
light in shuddering at the thought of having 
seen one of these awful beasts. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the cougar is generally harm- 
less. Only rarely is one dangerous. Their 


feline habits are clandestine, and they are > 


destructive to deer. At the same time, 
among he-men folks and among Amazons, 
the cougar is a, reputable and delightful 
beast. How many nature students wouldn't 
give a year of wild wanderings for the 
chance to photograph a cougar that comes 
in a day of loneliness to walk with a 
human? | 

When we read of a cougar walking with 
& man or woman, it means a cougar which 
wished merely for the company of a human, 
and does not mean any felonious desires 
on the favored character thus honored by 
& savage beast’s proffer of friendship and 
protection. For when the cotgar—puma 
of the Argentine—wailks with a man or 
woman, it is to protect the stroller from 
the jaguar. Pumas have more than once 
fought jaguars to save a human being from 
the man-eater’s attack. And we California 
populace reward the cougar friendliness by 
killing them off—despite thefr tremendous 
value alive as assets of advertising value. 
and more especially education. One cougar 
in the wilderness is worth a hundred thovw- 
Sand cats around the cities, but the public, 
which so seldom thinks intelligently on its 
varied problems, is ignorant of the actual 
assets and liabilities which are had in such 
things as a clear sky, a clean, open beach. 
a singing bird on the radio pole,a robin 
nest in the camp pines, a little herd of 
deer on a ridgeback, a trout leaping for 
flies in a lake, a flock of snipe on the shore 
of lake or ocean or slough, a wildcat 
screaming in the brush, or a lonely cougar 
or bear walking in the moonlight along 
@ mountain trail. 

The intangible values are greatest. The 
shadow of a pine tree is worth more than 
the timber in the trunk. The song of a 
bird is beyond all estimate worth more 
than the meat in its breast. The skin, 
horns and venison of an antelope are so 
little in comparison to the soul of the noble 
beast in its natural habitation that the 
wonder is we ever allowed the dollar mark 
to be put on such a priceless thing. 

We have recognized the fact that a yucca 
growing on a hillside is worth more to ten 
thousand passersby than the same flower 
tucked away in somebody's house. We 
protect the flowers of the land. Our scorn 
goes out to those who gneak away the pub- 
lic’s privilege of seeing the rare loveliness 
of blossoms where they belong. And we 
also protect wild game, but public senti- 
ment should Jearn that this fs not to insure 
hunters a perpetual shooting season every 
autumn; our game laws are to protect the 
right of the passersby to see living deer, 
and bear, and antelope, and quall. 

And a wild life is more precious living 


a thousandfold than the carcass from which | 


the soul and mind of the creature has been 
blasted by bullets or charges of shot. And 
perhaps if one cannot quite reach the nor- 
mal human mind by a comparison in aes 
thetic beauties, we can bring the proposi- 
tion within every comprehension by mak- 
ing it plain that $50 worth of horns, meat 
and hide to some individual is mighty poor 
business compared to 
rents, trade and automobile wear to the 
business men of a community.

Q: What is the difference between 
arthritis and rheumatism? 

A.: The correct fall name for the com- 
mon case of arthritis is rheumatic arthritis 
deformans. In reality there is no such 
thing as the commonplace rheumatism. We 
have a disease listed in the category of 
medicine known as rheumatic fever. Its 
classification as such is but recent within 
the past forty to fifty years. ; 

Arthritis, however, means inflammation 
of the joints. Rheumatism, in the popular 
sense, is usually attributed to pain in prac 
tically any area of the body but especially 
of the limbs. 

If we were to consider both rheumatism 
and arthritis, in a general sense, alike, we 
would not be far off. 


Fibroid 


Question: Can fibroid tumor of the uter 
us be cured? 

Answer: On this subject there is a great 
deal of misunderstanding. The specter of 
cancer is so great that when a woman is 
told there is a growth, no matter what 
the type, the ogre of fear grips her heart 
and 50 per cent of her morale is destroyed. 

In the dissemination of mass fear psychol- 
ogy for medical brethren have done well, 
indeed. Their success is attested by the 
scores of thousands of needless operations 
on growth which, if left unmolested, would 
not have been responsible for maiming and 
death. But so thoroughly organized is medi- 
cal science today that the mere presence of 

any abnormal growth at once implies the 
s knife. 

“If there is a growth, cut it out” is almost 
axiomatic in the medical profession. It is 
practically rank heresy to dispute or ques- 
tion the logic or wisdom of such a pro 
cedure. 

“If you don’t cut it out, it will develop 
into a cancer,” its enough to send any 
woman into hysteria and to the surgeon's 
table. 

But what are the actual facts’ 

A fibroid tumor is not a cancer. Again, @ 
fibroid tumor does not turn into a cancer 
Still again, the surest way to convert such 
a growth into a cancer fis to remove it. 
With the tremendous irritation of the sur- 
gery and the devastating shock to the nerv- 
ous system—presto, a cancer appears in an- 
other part of the body. 

A growth which is fairly benign has been 
changed in to one of the most deadly ma- 
lignancy. 

Women in the menopause period should 
know more about this very common and 
prevalent condition. They should under- 
stand the laws of the body and their sea- 
sonal changes. 

It is the rare exception to find a woman 
approaching the change of life period physi- 
ologically prepared with normal, undiseased, 
uninflamed tissues. The irritation to these 
structures comes as a very close second to 
the irritation of the digestive tissues. 

It is for these reasons that we find fibroid 
tumors so prevalent. 

With the complications set up by needless 
surgery, with more useless medication and 
with the destructive experimenting of X-ray 
and radium, we have a sorry picture In the 
menopause death-rate of womankind. 

Now to get back to the question, “Can 
fibroid tumor be cured?”

Then what can be done for it? 

First and foremost, and perhaps most im- 
portant, its pathogenicity—that is, its dis- 
ease-producing properties, can be prevented.

Colds and Pneumonia 


The fall and winter months inevitably 
bring their train of respiratory ailments. 


The cough and the cold are more true in 
the rule than in the exception. Scarcely an 
individual is immune. Running noses are 
to be seen on all sides. 


People give little or no thought to the 
cold or cough of itself. Besides having 
merely uncomfortable symptoms, little or 
no significance is given to the cemmon cold. 

Tt is not until the deeper respiratory 
symptoms develop where that slight inflam- 
mation of the lungs changes to an acute 
form that alarm is felt. It is then said the 
patient has pneumonia. 

That is to say, from the layman's stand- 
point, pneumonia is little more than the 
acute, intensified symptoms and disease de- 
velopment of the ordinary cold. | 

The common type of cold seldom results 
fatally; pneumonia frequently does. 

Why and what is the difference between 
these two diseases’? A great deal must be 
understood before we can make compart- 
sons. 

In the cold we have bronchial and lung 
congestion. In pneumonia we have the same 
thing, except in a much more aggravated 
form. In a cold we have the symptoms of 
cough, congestion, pain in the chest. In 
pneumonia we have similar symptoms. 

There is something in the popular under- 
standing of pneumonia which puts awe and 
terror into its victim. This is perhaps to 
some extent justified when we consider that 
pneumonia claims a toll greater than that 
taken by tuberculosis. The mortality Is 
high, ranging about 30 per cent. 

What is pneumonia? 

Frc the standpoint of the physician who 
observes the body processes ag they func- 
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tion during an attack, 
stages are recognized. 
First, the stage of engorgement or inflam- 
mation in which the lung tissues become 
swollen, red and angry, as the irritant bac- 
teria and refuse rapidly congest the lung. 


Second, the stage technically known as 
“red hepatization” which simply means that 
the ung tissue, when exposed in post-mor- 
tem autopsy, looks somewhat like liver sub- 
stance that has turned reddish brown. 

The next stage is known as “gray hepati- 
zation” in which the lung substance changes 
to a dull gray color. This fs the period of 
the climax or crisis when the disease either 
terminates fatally or recovery results. 


Se far we have presented the technical 
phases. Let us now see what the common 
sense aspects present. 

Pneumonia is suppoed to be caued, ac- 
cording to orthodox medical science, by a 
germ which we call the “pneumococcus,” 
“pneumo” meaning relating to the lungs 
and “coccus” meaning a round germ. As 
in all other germ diseases, orthodox medi. 
cine places the cart before the horse and 
states that the germs caused the disease, 
whereas in reality the germs are an effect. 
That is, they come after the congestion and 
favdrable environment are present. 

Germs are like all other living things. 
They must have the environment capable of 
sustaining life. 

When the lung tissue has that degree of 
congestion, that accumulation of morbid 
waste material tn sufficient quantities to 
foster germ development, infection takes 
place. 

We then have pneumonia. Or ff, per- 
chance, the environment is favorable for 
the development of tuberculosis, we then 
have tuberculosis. 

Therefore, instead of the pneumococcus 
germ being responsible for the disease, com- 
mon sense will tell us that the lowered re- 
sistance, the decreased vitality, the accumu- 
lation of morbid, toxic poisons, inadequ:'e 
breathing, breathing of foul poisons, the de- 
struction of vitality through sexual irradi- 
ations and social abnormalities—these con- 
stitute fundamental causes rather than the 
pheumococcus germ. 

Pneumonia cannot develop in a heaithy 
body, irrespective of the number of germs 
that may be present in the atmosphere! 

Therefore, logic would teach us that the 
prevention of pneumonia would come pri- 
marily in the building up of this virile, vital 
form of resistance, that is found in a clean, 
sound and normally functioning body. 

There is very much that I want to say 
concerning this disease but at this season 
of the year the most vital peint that I de- 
sire to stress is the relationship of pnew 
monia to the orthodox treatment of “colds.” 

I started this article by comparing pneu- 
monia with the “cold.” Perhaps more than 
all other factors combined, the unintelli- 
gent, unthinking, unreasonable treatment of 
the cold is responsible for the development 
of pneumonia. 

I have stated in this department repeated- 
ly that a cold is nothing more than nature's 
effort to periodically clean house!—that 
during a cold every agency and avenue of 
elimination is functioning full blast—the 
lungs are discharging foul mucus and waste 
Sases, the tongue is coated, furry and foul, 
the bowels give forth undue quantities of 
excreta, the urine is strong and yellow, 
fever burns up impurities—and in practical- 
ly every case of uncomplicated, simple cold 
the patient is in vastly better health after 
the cold than he was before! 

This house-cleaning acts as a purification 
and a sweep-out process—highly beneficial 
and reacting splendidly to the general 
health. 

But our public intelligence does not usual- 
ly consider the cold from this common-sense 
standpoint. By reason of the unpleasant 
nature of the symptoms, the usual psycho- 
logical reaction is to—“do something” for 
it! With characteristic indolence, the 
“easiest way” is chosen. The short-cut of 
taking some medicine or pill to suppress 
the symptoms is the general method. 

With hardly an exception the action of 
most of these drugs is to drive into the 
deeper tissues the waste materials attempt- 
ing to make their exit. 
that was started now becomes suppression.

congested becomes relieved, and the deeper, 


vital tissues, such as lungs, heart, nervous 


systems, are compelled to bear the load. 

Drugs suppress, drive waste materials in- 
ward, force the various excreta into tissues 
little capable of withstanding their poison- 
ing effect! 

Tt is this that constitutes the menace tn 
the cold. It is the suppression, the unre- 
lieved congestion, the forced internal march 
of morbid wastes that ultimately lead to 
pneumonia. 


You can suppress a cold again, again and 
again, but sooner or later nature will de- 
mand its full price—the grand explosion of 
the body will occur. The cold becomes ag- 
gravated manyfold—then we call it pneu- 
monia. 

Summing up, I can say this; no cold ever 
changed into pneumonia of itself. The only 
complication of the cold is drugging. The 
principle danger of the cold is suppression. 
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ENNY REGAN was (and is) a hog

stand the cerulean hue of the fiuid that 
flows in Denny's veins, you will have to 
know something of Emerald Avenue, where 
he lives.

_ Nikola Tesla Studied Twenty Hours a Day Until 
: He Learned Health Was Necessary to Make 
His Researches Successful |

EARS ago at a social gathering in New 
York City, two men equally distin- 
guished—although in widely differing ways 
-—were introduced and began to converse. 
One was Nikola Tesla, the scientist and 
inventor. The other was Mark Twain, the 
author and humorist. 

“Do you know,” said Tesla, “that twenty- 
five years ago, “you saved my life?” 

And he went on to explain: 

“Il was a boy in Lika (a border country 
of what was then Austria-Hungary) and 
was desperately if. The physicians had 
given me up. I was wasting slowly away. 
But I was allowed to read, and somehow I 
came into possession of some of your books. 

“They were uniike anything I had ever 
read. They brought me laughter and re 
laxation. I began to grow better. I recov- 
ered.” 

Tesla stopped suddenly. Mark Twain, 
the man who had made millions laugh, 
had Durst into tears.

It, was a solemn promise, solemnly kept, 
when the boy, with renewed hope, began to 
mend. But when Nikola was able to walk, 
his father insisted that he spend a year out- 
ofdoors, without studying. Then he was 
dispatched to the Polytechnic School at 
Gratz. 

It was a strange manner of youth that 
made his appearance at Gratz. 

A tall, lean lad, Tesla was capable of 
enormous exertions. He had great strength 
and at the same time the most acute sensi- 
bilities. 


He declared that as a boy he could hear 
the ticking of a watch with three rooms, 
with closed doors, between himself and the 
watch. Once, he says, he saved a neighbor- 
ing house and its occupants from destruc- 
tion by hearing the crackling of flames 
while they slept.

At the polytechnic school he studied from 
three o’clock in the morning until eleven 
o'clock at night.

He had a breakdown; but he recovered 
and pursued his studies with more modera- 
tion, 

Three professors noted his genius— 
Rogner, afithmetic and geometry; Allie, in- 
tegral calculus, and Poesch!, theoretical and 
experimental physics. 

Of the three, Dr. Alle took the most in- 
terest in him. 

“This young mian is a genius,” he told 
everyone. 

Every day he remained with young Tesla 
in the lecture room an hour or so after the 
class had departed, giving him problems to 
work and discussing with him the most ab- 
struse questions. 

One day a small motor was brought into 
class. It was of the type then current. It 
sparked prodigiously. There was a tre- 
mendous loss of energy. 

Young Tesla wondered how to improve 
that motor. He expected the utilization of 
the motor in mechanical flight. But how to 
build a motor that would not dissipate its 
own power was a question that was to oc- 
cupy him for many years. .... :

One early morning, not long since, Nikola 
Tesla might have been seen strolling along 
Fifth Avenue in front of the New York 
Public Library, feeding the pigeons that 
gather there in flocks. It is his daily prac- 
tice, which only a few early risers witness. 
But in every other way, he has disappeared 
from public view. In his seventieth year 
this man who, at the beginning of the cen- 
tury, was the most discussed individuality 
in America, is completely forgotten by the 
press which used to display prominently 
his slightest utterance. 


His discoveries in connection with radio 
played a large part in the development of 
wireless transmission of sound. He estab- 
ished, in principle, the possibility of wire- 
less transmission of power. His discovery 
of the rotating magnetic field, which led to 
his invention of the induction motor, revolu- 
tionized transportation. His experiments 
enabled him to forecast television. But 
time has passed, and he is almost forgotten 
by the ‘public. 

It was Tesla’s promise, years ago, that 
he would soon be able to transmit electrical 
power without wires, that plunged him in- 
to the role of the forgotten and the unbe- 
HMeved. He did not reduce his discoveries 
to practicality. 

But he did not need to produce this. won- 
der to establigsh himself aa one of the great 
scientific geniuses of his day. The dis 
covery of rotating magnetic field, and 
the invention of the induction moter, which 
made possible street cars, subways, electric 
trains, electric drives on cruisers, tranamis- 
sion of power by wire, and the harnessing, . 
for instance, of Niagara Falls, alone insured 
him immortality. 

The story of that discovery, and the ac 
companying inventign, is a true romance. 

Tesla was born in Smiljan, Lika, in 1857. 
His father was a Greek clergyman and his 
mother, who, before her marriage had been 
Georgina Mandec, dabbled in invention. 


The elder Tesla wanted his son to be a 
clergyman. The boy was sent one year to 
elementary school and four years to the 
Lower Realschule at Gospic, Lika. Then 
he was transferred to the Higher Real- 
schule at Caristadt, Croatia. 


In the latter institution a professor in 
physics introduced him to electricity. The 
mind of the boy, which was essentially 
scientific—an inheritance from his mother 
—was completely upset by this marvel. He 
could not bear the thought of further prepa- 

» vation for the clergy. 

But his father was obdurate. He would 
not consent to a change in plans. 

It turned out that Nikola’s will was firmer 
than his father’s. Although a cholera epi- 
demic was raging, and his parents com- 
manded him to remain at school, he made 
his way to his home. He was stricken on 
the day of his arrival and for nine months 
thereafter he lay abed. 

One day he said to his Segeer: 

“Perhaps I may get well if you will but 
let me study engineering.” 

The sight of his pale face, in which bis 
eyes burned feverishly, and the thought of 
his wasted form, which seemed near disso 
Jution, finally defeated the parent. , 


School he went to the University of Prague. 
Later in Budapest he made his first inven- 
tion, a telephone repeater and fastened on 
the idea of a rotating magnetic field. 

America was the mecca of inventive 
minded youth of that day. He decided to 
come to the United Stated. In 1884 he en- 
tered the employ of Thomas A. Edison. 

One evening at sunset Tesla was walking 
in Central Park, New York, with a friend. 
Tesla recited a passage from Faust which 
runs:

Talmud was formed, in which the text of 
the Law appeared on each page as a litile 
island tn the sea. But the greatest scholar 
of them all, Hillel, brought them back to the 
essence of the matter when he was asked to 
define religion: “What thou wouldst not for 
thyself, do it not to thy neighbor. Therein 
lies the whole Law.” Here again the way 
was made straight for Christ. 


Meanwhfle the little land changed rulers. 
but could not keep its freedom. In 165 Bb. 
C. Judas Maccabaeus, with an army gath- 


ered slowly tin the fields, man by man, eu 
tered Jerusalem and drove out the Greeks. 
The enemy returned reinforced, and Judas 
was killed in battle; but the memory of hw 
courage inspired his followers to fight on

lous pass. So, on the second night, Kit 
Carson, Lieutenant Beale and an indian 
stole out of his harrassed camp, under cover 
of darkness; and after several hair-breadth 
escapes, they wriggled on their bellies 
through the enemy’s lines, and sped off to 
bid Stockton hurry ap bis armed aid, ere 
Kearny’s force were all gone goslings. 


Startled at this new disaster to Kearny, 


Stockton sent out a force of two hundred 
sailors and marines, who arrived at Kearny’s 
camp on the tepth—the Californians re- 
tiring at the approach of this new enemy. 
Convoyed by this rescue-party from our 
navy, Kearny and his dragoons reached San 
Diego two days later, greatly to the relief 
of all concerned. One thing was proved by 
this conflict—that the native Californians 
could and would fight—and fight effectively 
— whenever the odds against them were not 
too great. 


Stockton’s Famous March to 
Los Angeles 

December 29, 1846. Rescued by our naval 
forces, the small army expedition under 
General Kearny had reached San Diego, 
and found that Stockton had his expedition 
about ‘ready to move upon Los Angeles. 
Steckten’s six hundred men were nearly all 
naval—sallors and marines—drawn from 
the United States warships then under the 
command of the gallant commodore; whilst 
Kearny now had only some fifty-seven sol- 
diers at his command. Also, it was through 
Stockton’s efforts alone that this expedi- 
tion had been organized, and, as he was 
broad-minded enough to understand the bit- 
ter feeling of defeat that rankled in 
Kearny’s mind after his military fiasco at 
the Battle of San Pascual, he generously 
allowed Kearny to command the military 
features of the expedition, whilst still re- 
taining for himself the general command of 
it. Fremont was now marching southward 
from Monterey, to attack Los Angeles from 
the north; whilst Stockton now weat on 
with his original plan, of assailing Los An- 


On December 29, 1846, Stockton set out 
from San Diego on this famous march, with 


about 600 men. Of this force, 394.men were | 


safiors and marines acting as infantry, 
forty-seven sailors serving as artillery 
men, 
sixty volunteers and twenty-five uative 
Californians and Indians. After much 
trouble, Stockton had gotten six cannon, of 
various calibers rigged up for land travel; 
and he had contrived a wagon-train out of a 
four-wheel carriage and ten native ox-carts 
(carretas,) each with two wheels made out 


of solid wood and about two feet in diame = 


ter. 


This was a great historic march, but the 
going was rough, and our dDiue-jackets and 
marines deserve all the more credit for it, 
as they were not properly equipped or ac- 
customed to marching and fighting on land. 
That 145-mile march of theirs was a trying 
and splendid one; and its outcome greatly 
added to the fame of our navy. 

First American State Legislature of 
Calif 

December 15, 1649. As early as Febru- 
ary, 1847, the California Star editorially 
urged the calling of a convention to form a 
Constitution that would govern California. 
California was neither a State nor a Terrt- 
tory; but was simply a region governed by 
an army officer appointed as Governor by 
the President of the United States. As our 
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But only eighty years tater Pompey came, 
with all the power and ruthlessness of 
Rome. He had learned that the Jews would 
not fight on the Sabbath, and so on tle 
Sabbath he attacked with all his forces.

When 
Titus came, in 70 A. D., to destroy the Tem- 
ple utterly, in a fit of petulant revenge fot 
the insubordination of the Jews, it was the 
last sceme im the tragedy of the Jews. in 


“without law, without order, and without a 
government.” 

President Polk urged Congress to legis 
late into being some sort of a territorial 
government for California; but it played 
politics, stalled around, and did nothing. 
Finally, the good men and true of San Jose 
got so worked up about the growing law- 
lessness out here, that they held a meeting 
at San Jose, on December 11, 1848, to con- 
sider “the propriety of establishing a Pro- 
visional Territorial government for the pro 
tection of life and property.” 

Crime was rampant, when the reckless 
gold-hunters swarmed into California; but 
all action was postponed whilst Congress 
was in session, in the hope that it .would 
provide a government for California. How- 
ever, ‘when it adjourned in March, 1549, 
without taking any action in this vital mat- 
ter, California felt that the time had come 
for it to take action of its own. Californians 
agreed that a convention should be called 
to form a Constitution—but, the only trouble 
was, BO one (save Congress) bad the right 
to call such a convention. Governor Mason 
was a soldier, and had no legal right to do 
so; but his successor, General Bennett Riley 
—also a regular officer—boldly assumed a 
right to act in this crisis, which was not 
covered by our Federal Constitution. 

He, therefore, called an election, to elect 
delegates to a Constitutional convention, 
which was to meet at Monterey on Septem- 
ber 1, 1849. This election was duly held on 
August 1; and the convention met at Mon- 
terey on September 1, and formed a State 
Constitution, which was duly signed by 
the delegates on October 13, 1849, amidst 
great rejoicing. Conformable to this Consti- 
tution a State-wide election was held on 
November 13, which ratified the State Con- 
stitution by a fifteen-toone vote, elected 
two Congressmen, chose Peter H. Burnett, 
an Oregon pioneer, as Governor, and elected 
Assemblymen and Senators for our Legisla- 
ture.

But of course it is not dead. In Jeruse- 
lem enthusiastic students have helped 
skilled workmen raise, stone by stone, the 
great Library of the Hebrew University.

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On December 15, 1849, the First American 
State Legislature of California met at San 
Jose, which had been designated by the 
convention, although our State Capital had 
not been formally located. To house this 
august bods, the San Joseans had supplied 
it with a crude two-story wooden box, sixty 
feet long and forty feet wide, which was 
thus our first magnificent State Capitol. 

Their first matter attended to by this his- 
oric Legislature was the election of two 
United States Senators; for even if we were 
not yet legally a State—nor even a. Terrt- 
tory—all felt that we would soon be such. 
Fremont was chosen Senator om the frst 
ballot; and Gwinn on the third ballot. Next 
in order was the raising of revenue, where- 
with to pay salaries and expenses—and all 
joined im this matter with the greatest of 
enthusiasm. Next, came the enactment of a 
State Code of Laws: and quite a good one 
was compiled, by utilizing the already ex- 
isting codes of certain States of our Union. 
The Legislature also formulated a petition 
to Congress, requesting that the brand-new 
State of California be admitted into the 
Union, muy pronto—the pronto’er the bet- 
ter. 

Legisiating is dry work; and speechifying 
makes men thirsty—and that was a marvel- 
ously thirsty era. Hence, the most popular 
motion was the one frequently made by one 
noble Roman of a Senator, who used few 
words—but to the point—to formulate his 
usual motion: “Mr. Speaker, I move that 
we now adjourn, and take a thousand 
drinks!” 

The motion was usually carried unant- 
mously; and hence ribald writers have 
dubbed this as the “Legislature of @ 
Thousand Drinks.” Howsoever, despite 
these copious libations to Bacchus, this 
legislature did good work, and deserves due 
credit for it. San Jose was chosen as the 
State Capital; but it did not long remain 
so; for Vallejo, then Benicia, and then 


Sacramento were “it.”

OST famous now among all the 

fornia Missions that are such a 
nating attraction to the millions that 
California, is the noble pile of the Santa 
Barbara Mission, founded December 4, 1786, 
The only one of them all that has been con- 
tinuously served, even to this very day, by 
the sanre Franciscan Order that founded

When California's first Governor, Don 
Gaspar de Portola, marched hither in 1769 
from San Diego, to look for Monterey Bay, 
and start Spain's first actual occupation 
and settlement of California, he found all 
this channel thickly populated by the 
sprightly and Intelligent tribes of the Chu 
mash Indianse—tbe finest and most remark- 
able red race ip all California. The sight of 
all thege unconverted heathen, together 
with its fertile soll, and magnificent scenic 
beauty combined to impreis Padre Crespi 
with its ideal location as a site for a mis- 
sion; a pious opinion shared by Father 
Serra, when he saw it later. There were 
then some 10,000 Chumashes dwelling along 
the channel; and although friendly at pres 
ent, yet they were an independent lot, with 
Visible traces of Polynesian and recent 
Oriental blood in their veins. They had pe 
culiarly Polynesian canoes of planks sewed 
together; and they were so keen at bargain- 
ing, that our second Governor, Fages, called 
them the Chinamen of California. Located 
at this strategic situation where they could 
imterrupt the line of communications be- 
tween Southern and Northern California, 
military policy dictated the establishing of 
@ military post here; and so our third Gov- 
ernor, Neve, founded the Presidio of Santa 
Barbara, in 1783, assisted at the ceremony 
by Father Serra himseif. 


The pious soul of this medieval mystic 
yearned over the red children of this lovely 
seashore, and longed to locate a mission 
here also; but he had to be content with 
the founding, that same year, of San Buena- 
ventura Mission, some thirty-two miles 


successor, Father Lasuen, although 
years old, came to this presidio in 
and superintended its founding. A 
which overlooked the presidio, 
selected at a spot called by the Span- 
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rbara, this mission was formally 


chapel was but a humble adobe, 


i 
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jeria or house wherein 
the unmarried Indian 
maids were locked at 
night, under the eagle 
eye of an aged duenna. 
The ‘mission grew 
rapidly; and .ere long, 
a second and larger 
church had to be built 
followed by a later 
and still larger one. 
This third church met 
the same fate as divers other California 
mission chapels, in the famous Year of the 
Tembilores—1812; and was damaged be 
yond repair by the quakes. 


The fourth church was begun in 1515; 
and was built in such solid fashion as to 
almost resemble a medieval stronghold. Its 
six-foot-thick walls were made of sandstone 
blocks, with great buttresses to strengthen 
them. Part of the timber for it was cut 
on Santa Cruz Island, and then was brought 
here aboard the American trading schooner 
Traveler, whose tall Yankee captain, Wil- 
cox—called by the admiring Californians, 
Don Santiago—was a great favorite here, 
and wooed the still lovely Concepcion Argu- 
ello, heroine of our greatest romance, 50 
ardently that he almost wou ber, and she 
had to flee to Mexico, to escape this bold 
Lochinvar of the high seas. 


This notable landmark was Gnished in 
1820; and millions of persons have admired 
its old gray pile, twin toweré, old fountain, 
great corridor, its ancient aqueduct and 
reservoirs, and the mural decorations done 
by Indian neophytes of this fine old mission. 
As time went on, it prospered; and its lands 
later stretched from Carpinteria to Gaviota. 
Its most noted padre was Antonio Rt- 
poll, who presided over its from 
1815 until] 1828. 


His was a kindly and joyous disposition: 
yet the energetic and virile character of the 
man came to the fore in the fateful year of 
1818, when the squadron of Argentine priva- 
teers under Bouchard raided the California 
Coast; captured, sacked, and burned its 
capital, Monterey; and then sailed south- 
ward to Santa Barbara. In response to 
Governor Sola’s mandate to the missions, 
Padre Ripoll’s martial ardor and loyal 
Spanish patrictiem flamed high, in this 
California crisis; and he organised 180 of 
his best Indians into a military company, 
to which he gave the resounding title of— 
“La Compania de Urbanos Realistos de Sam 
ta Barbara.” Thirty of this red array were 
armed with lances, fifty with machetes, and 
the remainder with bows and arrows—at 
the head of which strode thelr capitan 
fralilero, the valorous padre, who proved 
anew that “A man's a maa, for a’ that!” 


When the Indians of Santa Ines and 
Purisima Missions rose in armed revolt, in

1824, the Indians of 
Santa Barbara Mission 
also went on the war 
path, seized this mis 
sior and the arme of 
its soldier-guard, but 
did no harm to the as 
tonished Padre Ripoll. 
Captain de la Guerra 
marched hither with a 
force from the local 
presidio, and straight- 
way attacked these red rebels. From the 
windows of the mission, the Indians replied 


. with their bows and arrows, to the fire of 


the soldiers: whilst tender-hearted Padre 
Ripoll mourned within, at this peril to his 
red children, whom he loved so well, but 
who had now reverted to the warlike ways 
of their forebears. 


After thus battling for several hours, the 
noon-hour struck; whereupon the soldiers 
knocked off fighting, and went home for 
lunch. Poor Lo promptly improved the 
shining hour, by shinning out to the adja- 
cent mountains; so when the soldiers re- 
turned, they found naught better to do than 
to plunder the Indian houses, and kill a few 
more Indians, who had foolishly lingered on 
the scene, conscious of their own pacifist 
innocence in this affray. Before this mass 
acre of the innocents, the Indians had had 
two men killed; and both sides had a num- 
ber of men wounded. 


Padre Ripoll was a staunch Royalist and 
most faithful to Spain; and so he not only 
had no use for the Mexican Republic, when 
California came under its dominion, but he 
also openly avowed his hatred of and con- 
tempt for the Mexican government. This 
finally got him in hot water with its of- 
fictals in California; so, one night In 15828, 
he and Padre Altimira slipped aboard the 
American brig Harbinger, then in Santa 
Barbara Harbor, and sailed back to his na- 
tive Spain. 

Here arrived, on January 11, 1842, Fray 
Francisco Diego, who had been appointed 
as First Bishop of California; two years 
before; and now made this his official resi- 
dence. Since 1956, there has been a Fran- 
ciscan College at this mission; which still 
houses a Franciscan community of friars. 
Father O'Keefe was a notable and lovable 
figure here, in later years, at this stately 
old mission; which has just been restored 
anew, after the damage done it by a temb- 
lor a few years ago. 


December 8, 1787. North of Santa Bar- 
bara and the mountain-range of that name, 
there then were numerous Indians, especial- 
ly in the lovely valley of the Santa Ynes 
River; so two missions were founded there- 
in. One of these was adjacent to our pres 
ent town of Lompoc; aad hither came Padre 


» 


Fermin Lasuen, the able and cultured Prest- 
dent of the Missions—after whom our own 
Point Fermin is named—to found here, in 
person, on December 8, 1787, the mission 
known as that of La Purisima Concepcion 
de la Santisima Virgen Maria—The Most 
Pure Conception of the Most Holy Virgin 
Mary—on a_ site selected by Governor 
Fages. Work was begun upon it next year; 
and presently its church and over one hun- 
dred Indian houses were constructed there, 
to form a flourishing mission community. 
Twenty-five years later on December 21 
this church was reduced to a heap of ruins, 
as also were the houses of the mission In- 
dians here. A great rain followed which so 
swelled the Santa Ynez River—then called 
Rio de Santa Rosa (The River of the Holy 
Rose)—that its flood completed the destruc- 
tion of the mission. Another dite was now 
selected, some four miles away, in La 
Canada de Los Berros—the Broad Ravine of 
The Water Cresses. Hither the mission 
Was moved next year; and, ere long, a 
fine mission was built up, and became quite 
prosperous. Frosts were rather frequent 
during the winter; and grasshoppers, rat- 
tlers, and bears from the adjacent moun- 
tains were ever present pests; but its herds 
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his gospel; they prepared for him by an- 
nounciig the coming of a saviour; 
transformed a tribal god of war into a uni- 
versal god of love;-they were the first Chris- 
tian and the first humanitarians. 


The voice of social revolt sounds in al! 
their speech. They believed with a later 
Jew that quick riches are seldom innocent: 
they looked upon large fortunes as more!- 
ly indecent and politically dangerous; they 
denounced usury, slavery, and violence, 
they made God the father of all men, in or- 
der to make all men brothers. They made 
the Jews stand in history for fraternity, as 
the Greeks stand for intelligence, and the 
French for equality, and the English for 
liberty; Greece had culture, but no heart: 
even its philosophers made little protest 
against slavery; it created science, and it 
perfected art; but it remained for the Jews 
to formulate the conception of social jus- 
tice and the rights of man. Through this 
faith little Israel, crushed between the jaws 
of brutal empires, won to victory in the end; 
and today the peoples that conquered it in 
the flesh bow to it in the spirit. pray to 
the gods it created, and aspire to the ideals 
which it gave to the world. 


Philosophers 

Half a century passed. Across the Gulf 
from Chaldea another empire rose to wealth 
and power, and sent out barbarian armies 
to lay waste settled states. Persia (whose 
story will come as the background of Mara- 
thon) had grown to such supremacy and re 
pute that when its armies approached Baby- 
lon the great capital surrendered without 
a’ seige (539 B.C.) The enlightened Cyrus 
permitted the Jews to return to Jerusalem, 
and encouraged and protected them whi'e 
they labored to re-establish their civiliza 
tion. 


Disaster may destroy states, but it nou’ 
ishes religion. The Jews returned from 
Babylon almost destitute of political organ 
ization but their priesthood was still organ- 
ized and powerful. As later the Roman Pa- 
pacy succeeded to the Roman Empire in the 
midst of chaos, so now the High Priest of 
the Temple became the ruler of the Jews. 
The ancient warlike faith and trust in arms 
gave way a passionate belief that soon 
Yahveh would vindicate himself as ruler not 
of a tribe only, but of the world. It was 
now that the priests collected the hyms 
sung in the Temple, and made up that book 
of Psalms which marks the highest reach to 
which lyric poetry has ever risen. It was 
now (ca. 440 B. C.) that the priest Ezra put 
the Torah or Pentateuch into its present 
form, and made it a staff of strength for 
his suffering people. Perhaps, if they were 
faithful to the Law, Yahveh would send a 
saviour, a Messiah, who would lead them 
out of misery into happiness and peace. 

But Yahveh did not appear: in his stead 
came Alexander, further scourge of a bitter 
god; and the genial protectorate of Persia 
passed into the cruel rule of the Macedonian 
Greeks. Alexander was generous enough; 
but when he died he left his empire “to 
the strongest,” who had had no Aristotles to 
refine them. In 319 B. C. Antiochus entered 
Jerusalem to collect human material for a 
colony at Alexandria. Unable to under 
stand the resistance of the Jews, he de 
scended to the most brutal revenge, and set 
about to destroy their religion as well as 
their remaining state. Thousands of inhab- 
fants were killed, thousands were sold in- 
to slavery; many thousands more fied, so 
that there came a time when Jerusalem con- 
tained hardly a single Hebrew. Circumcis- 
fon and other Jewish rites were prohibited; 
no religious observance of the Sabbath was 
allowed themselves tq be suffocated with 
the government could find were destroyed. 
“Horrible things, no doubt exaggerated, 
were told. Two mothers were brought be 
fore the judges charged with having cir- 
cumcised their children. They were hung 
up by the breasts, and then flung from the 
city wall. Some people who had taken ref- 
uge in a cave, to keep the Sabbath there, 
allowed themselves to be suffocated with 
emoke rather than to defend themselves.”

Nevertheless, the problem was not aa- 
swered. Even if one part's evil is another 
part’s good, and both are subjective things, 
lost In the vastness of the whole, evil is 
real, and human suffering is too pitiful te 
be done away with by metaphysics. Wh on 
the Jews had felt for a century the liberal- 
izing touch of the Greek mind, and es- 
pecially in Alexandria had developed 
culture half Hebraic, half Hellenic, and 
learned to think independently of their tra- 
ditions and their laws, the scepticism lurk- 
ing in the Book of Job grew bolder in ite 
speech; and suddenly, amid the Bible's poe 
try of fervent faith, we come upon the 
strange and subtle Book of Ecclesiastes, an 


other treasure of our literary heritage. 


Here the pessimism of Job finds unre 
strained expression. “Vanity of Vanity, all 
is vanity. What profit hath a man of all his 
labor which he taketh under the sun? One 
generation passeth away, and another gen- 
eration cometh; but the earth abideth for- 
ever All things are full of labor’ 
man cannot utter it The thing that 
hath been is that which shall be; and that 
which is done is that which shall be done; 
and there is no new thing under the sun 
. ». » For in much wisdom is much grief; 
and he that increaseth knowledge increas 
eth sorrow.” Here is Schopenhauer in Duce; 
a chapter of Ecclesiastes thoroughly under 
stood is as strong and bitter a potion as 
all The World as Will and Idea.

Instantly the Purisima Indians few to 
arms; and om February 21, 1824, 400 of 
them attacked this Purisima Mission, which 
was defended by only six soldier guards and 
two white guests. The soldiers fought until 
their powder gave out, and then had to sur- 
render. In this combat, the two guests 
and two soldiers were killed; whilst the In- 
dians had seven men killed. The red men 
let the rest of the surviving soldiers g0; 
but kept, under a guard, the resident Padre, 
jolly Fray Rodriguez, who got such a thor- 
ough fright from all these and the ensuing 
warlike doings here, that he died within a 
year after this early Indian war was over. 

Now masters of the mission, the Indians 
tn high glee proceeded to cut loop-holes in 
the walle of this mission, and otherwise 
fortified it against attack. Théy got hold 
of six muskets and two old pedreros 
(swivel-cannon;) and with these, they bade 
defiance to the white man and all his works. 
Day and night, the tom-toms beat, and the 
yelling Indians, ferocious in their warpaint, 
gave the wild warwhoop, as they bounded 
abet In the war dance. 

For three weeks, the Indian carnival held 
sway: but on March 16, the Purisimas were 
attacked by a column sent hither from Mon- 
terey and Santa Barbara, with a four 
peunder cannon to emphasize their war 
talk with these deluded aborigines. Horse, 
foot, and artillery assailed the mission, 
which replied valiantly with its ancient 
pedreros, six muskets, and yard-long war 
arrows. 

After the four-pounder and soldiery had 
bombarded the luckless mission for two 
hours, the Indians’ loss of sixteen men 
killed and many wounded, cowed the red 
skins—that they begged poor trembling 
Fray Rodrigues to intervene in their behalf, 
as the besiegers now had the Indians com- 
pletely surrounded, and death stared every 
red man jack of them in the face. Like the 
good Christian that he was, Fray Rodrigues 
sallied forth with a white flag, and present- 
ly Induced the attacking soldiery to raise 
the siege of the place; after certain Indian 
leaders had been delivered into their hands. 

Some of these red chiefs were sentenced 
to death, some to exile, and some to im- 
prisonment, in atonement for this uprising. 
Several soldiers were wounded in this fa- 
mous Siege of Purisima; but the rest later 
proceeded to The Tulares, and there sought 
to complete the white man’s revenge in sev- 
eral battls with the wild Indian allies of the 
mission Indians. 


‘Im this historic battle, the buildings of 
Purisima Mission were badly damaged—so 
much so, that the church had to be rebuilt. 
Through the Padres’ intercession with the 
Governor, a general amnesty was soon pro 
claimed; and presently most of the Indians 
of this warlike mission returned to its fold. 
Secularization began its ruin; and after it 
was sold and fell into private hands, its 
buildings fell into hopeless decay. When 


last I saw it, only a few crumbling and roof- 
less walle of adobe remained to mark the 
site of this once flourishing mission. Yet 
it had its splendid hour ‘of high emprise, on 
the part of its red warriors, who here 
dreamed of regaining their former proud 
independence, when they were lords of a

Battle of Sen Pascual 
December 6, 1646. Commodore Stockton 


had taken peaceful possession of Los Apb- 
geles and Southern California; had sent the 


famous scout, Kit Carson; Bast to Washing- 
ton with despatches which stated that he 
had “conquered” California: and had then 
sailed north from San Pedro, after leaving 
Captain Gillespie and a small American 
garrison to hold down Los Angeles, long 
known as a hot-bed of revolutionists. 

True to form, the fiery Spanish-American 
Angelenos soon got up another revolution, 
besieged Gillespie on Fort Hill, and com- 
pelied him to surrender and march of to 
San Pedro, where he boarded an American 


ship, and waited for Stockton to send the 
reinforcements asked by Gillespie, whilst 
still besieged in Los Angeles. Meanwhile, 
all Southern California rose in arms, hoisted 
the Mexican flag, and drove out the small 
American garrisons left herein by Stockton. 
Captain Mervine sailed the U.S.S. Congress 
into San Pedro Harbor, united with Gil- 
lespie and thence set out to march upon 
and recapture Los Angeles, without any ar- 
tillery—only to be halted by the Calli- 


fornians’ solitary cannon, at the Battle of 


Dominguez Rancho, on October 8, 1846. 


Mervine saw he could not hold Los AD 
geles, in the face of a mounted enemy, when 
he himself had no horses; so he fell back to 


San Pedro, and waited for the arrival of 
Stockton, to whom he sent word of his di- 
lemma. Stockton arrived at San Pedro on 
October 23, intending to march on An- 


Los 
geles; but, through a clever rise, General 
Flores fooled him into believing that the 
armed Californians numbered thousands; so 
he had perforce no choice, save to sail 
south to San Diego, and there prepare a 
land expedition that would advance to the 
north, amd recapture our warlike City of 
the Angels. 

At San Diego, the stout old sea-dog was 
lucky enough to secure invaluable assist- 
ance from Don Juan Bandini, the Arguellos, 
the Pedrorenas—who helped him in obtain- 
ing cattle and horses here; whereas, else- 
where, the Californians had driven all their 
stock inland, to keep them out of our hands. 
By early November, Stockton had as 
sembied a force of 800 men at San Diego; 
from which place, he was about ready to 
move north to Los Angeles, when a messen- 
ger rode in with information that General 
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Kearny “ee seer to eae 


im our War with Mexios, our War Depart 
ment had planned four different lines of at- 
tack upon Mexico; one under General Tay- 
lor, against Monterey; one, under Wool, 
against Chihuahua; the main one, wnder 
General Scott, against Vera Crus and 
Mexico City; and the Army of The West, 
under General Kearny, who had orders to 
conquer and occupy New Mexico, and then 
march west to California and seize it also. 
Kearny had seized New Mexico, and was 
en route to California when he met Kit Car- 
son with Stockton’s despatches, which ap- 
prised him that California was conquered 
and garrisoned already. Really, there was 
neo need for Kearny to now go to California 
at all; but he did so, anyway, sending back 


all his troops except a hundred men 80, 
and taking Kit Carson along as a guide, 
greatly to the latter’s disgust. 

After a trying march across Arizona and 
the Colorado Desert, Kearny was glad to ar- 
rive on December 2 at Warner's Ranch, 


perating, Kearny sent a messenger to Stock- 
ton, asking him to send some one to meet 
and guide his force to San Diego; as he had 
heard, en route hither, that the Southern 
Californians had risen in revolt against our 
forces. Stockton at once sent to him Cap- 
tain Gillespie with thirty-nine men and Lieu- 
tenant Beale, including twenty-five men of 
the California Battalion under Captain Gib- 
son. This force joined Kearny at Warner's 
Ranch on December 5; and that same night, 
Kearny's scouts discovered that a troop of 
the Californians had just that evening 
camped not far away, at the Indian pueblo 
of San Pascual. 

General Flores had sent this force, under 
Captain Andres Pico, to watch Stockton's 
movements, and prevent his obtaining 
horses, cattle, and supplies. This native 
troop numbered eighty men, and their chief 
weapons of offence were their pistols and 
long deadly lances—a terrible war-tool in 
the hands of men as skilled in its use, and 
as splendidly mounted as the Californians 
were—in addition to which, they were, like 
most Californians of that day, the finest 
horsemen in the world. Captain Pico had 
been observing Stocktean from San 
Rey; but this night, he had camped here 
at Sam Pascual, quite unaware that 
Kearny’s force was in the vicinity, although 
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Kearny later claimed, in seifdefense that 
Carson and Gillespte ied him to believe that 
the Californians would fee at the frst 
charge of Kearny’s troopers, and were not 
game fighters in any event. So he ordered 
that an attack should be made upon the 
Californians, early next morning: although 
he should have known better, as his ragged

N THE theory that, when you want to 


know exactly what is happening some 
where, there is no better way than 
to go there and find out, I left, one 


fine morning for Berne. which was one 
of the most active of the German espionage 
centers. 

The nominal director of this center was 
Major von —, a nephew of a German states- 
man; the actual head of the office, however, 
was M. yon A—. 


From this office were sent out the orders 
and questionnaires to the German agents in 
France. It was not near the center of town. 
On the contrary. it was out in a suburban 
district, not far from a small forest. The 
dwelling was a huge and peaceful looking 
villa modeled after an English country 
house. The windows were usually covered 
by green shutters. 

The general offices were in another build- 
ing to the right of this; although the office 
of M. von X— was not with these, but in 
the main building.

distinctly military in bearing. 

This study was large and well ventilated. 
It was very much cluttered up with files, in- 
dices, and maps. Everywhere, on M. vou 
X—’s desk, on chairs, on stools, on tables, 
were numerous documents. In the center 
of the room, facing M. von X—, & Monumen 
tal bust of the Kaiser looked down as if, 
somehow, it were presiding over the devious 
schemes that were here being hatched. 

This study, into which it was my fate to 
enter many times (always in the abseace of 
its owner—usually at night.) was arranged 
like a setting for play. Under certain 
boards in the floor were hidden bells. If 
one stepped on one of them, it would siart 
a number of bells ringing violently to an 
nounce ap intruder in the room. It was 
important not to sit down in certain of the 
armchairs im the room. They were verita- 
ble beartraps. 

Above all, it was dangerous to step on the 
rosette in the middle of the rug ... 
without being careful first to shut the trap 
door that Was underneath. And if you val- 
ued your life, it was Imperative not to touch 
even slightly any of the keys that had been 
forgotten .. . im various key 
holes. Because he forgot this slight detail, 
one of M. von X—'s personal secretaries 
was electrocuted. 

If M. von X— ts cross at me for haviag 
let the public know these details about hir 
“home,” he must still admit that it would 
have been dificult for me to do otherwise, 


when I knew such details as | am about tc 
relate. I guarantee their authenticity. 

In this connection, a writer in Germany 
has taken me to task, saying, 

“Definite proof that the author of On 
Special Missions is ignorant of most of our 
secrets may be found in the fact that he 
describes as being in the Wilhelinstrasse 
certain offices that are really somewhere 
else.” 

As these gentlemen seem to want more 
definite details, here they are. 


According to this writer, we in Franve 
don't yet know where the “Nachrichten Bu 
reau” is. That, of course, is the name the 
Germans have given to their Secret Service. 
Still better, this same paper charges that 
we don't even know where are the head- 
quarters of “Abtheilung.” the anti-French ee 
pionage service. 


I will do my best to take the reader 
through the headquarters of the German 
Military Secret Service. 

At the end of the famous “Unter den Lin. 
den” avenue and just across from the la- 
perial palace is the Place de Paris, upon 
which are the Brandenburg gate tue 
French embassy. Going through the Bran 
denburg gate, one finds oneself in the Thier- 
garten. Passing by the column of V 
one soon comes to an immense 
whose architecture is a little out of 
ing with the atmosphere of this aristocratic 
section. This palace is the headquariers 
of the German General Staff. You would 
never guess it, if you did not know. Thore 
is nothing unusual about the building. In 
front of it there is no sentinel; inside, no 
corporal’s guard. 

At times an immense, heavily-braided 
porter walks back and forth in front of the 
door. Only important officials are allowed 
to use this door. 

The small fry use the other door, which 
faces the Herwarthstrasse—to give all de- 
tails. On the second floor of this building 
are the offices of the German Secret Serv 
ice. 
If these details don’t convince my coi- 
leagues on the other side of the Rhine, I can 
easily add to them. For instance, in the 
anti-French section, there are five officers 
—a director and four assistants. And 1 
could give their names. Let us walk inio 
this room. It is a large room, furnished 
with a desk, two tables, and a few chairs 

A huge steel cabinet takes up one whole 
side of the wall. In Jt are kept all docu- 
ments—collections of papers. maps, photo 
graphs, etc.—that have to do with the

French army and navy. Pasted on that 
cabinet is the sign. “Im case of fire, save 
this first!” There is a door in the wall or- 
posite the cabinet. It opens into the office 
of the head of the section. 


This room is more comfortably furnished. 
The desk and chairs are of oak. There is 
an fron safe in a corner, and over the man- 
telpiece is an Empire clock. Above is Ed- 
ouard Detaille’s painting, “Le Reve.” 

I have no doubt that such revelations will 
irritate several people in Berlin. And yot, 
I must admit, they are far from complete.

Also, if you 
are sending plants from your own 
to distant points, your lecal horticultural 
commissioner can inspect, and give you «@ 
certificate to stick on your package, inform- 
ing all concerned that the plant is O. K., 
and has permission to travel. 


Bulbs should be purchased from an ac- 
credited seedsman or plantsman, who can 
send them for you properly certificated. 
This seems, . ike a nuisance, but it 
has much to do with maintaining a high 
averace in plart health.

Hens Not Night Layers 

Electric lights to lengthen the working 
day for the hen have not improved egg pro- 
duction under Califérnia conditions, accord- 
ing to a preliminary survey conducted by 
L. W. Fiuharty, farm management special- 
ist in the agricultural extension service of 
the University of California. In the county 
where the study was made, not only did the 
electric lights not increase production, but 
the hens in flocks where the lights were 
not used laid more egses. in the flocks 
where no lights were used the bens aver- 
aged 153 eggs per year, with a »rofit per 
hen of $1.80: where lights were turned on 
between 5 o'clock and 6 o'clock, the per hen 
roduction was 143 and the per hen profit 
1.49: where the lights were turned on be- 
tween 4:30 and 4:45 the production was 143 
and the profit $1.53: where the lights were 
turned on between 4 o'clock and 4:20 the 
production was 125 and the per hen profit 
97 cents.

Poultry Easy Work 


ARCADIA.—Like many another Califor- 
nia poultryman, G. 8. Lee, former hotel 
owner.of Los Angeles, bought a little place 
because he wanted quiet, an out-of-doors 
life and a lucrative occupation. His “ranch” 
of one and a half acres is on Huntington 
Drive in Arcadia, ang he has gone in for 
Rhode Island Reds. 

He began with twenty-five Reds for his 
own use and with 1000 White Leghorns as 
his producing flock. But in his enterprise, 
which now includes the selling of fowls for 
meat, hatching eggs and baby chicks, as 
well as table eggs, he has come to rely on 
the heavier birds. To his way of looking 
at it, the difference in the price for table 
birds tips the balance in their favor. 


No commercial hatching is done on the. 


ranch, but two large incubators are kept 
busy producing chicks for the plant. 
Through the brooder house, which is par- 
titioned into three units, a succession of 
young chicks pass on their way to the out- 
side houses. These are eight feet wide and 
160 feet long, and are built in two parallel 
rows with ample yArds adjoining. The 
yards are regularly freshened by plowing, 
and are seeded in rotation to green stuff 
(supplemented when needful with liberal 
cuttings of alfalfa.) All the buildings are 
electrically equipped and there is running 
water in each pen. Mr. Lee believes hé 
has spent more money than the average 
poultryman in equipment, but his labor-sav- 
ing arrangements make it possible for him 
to do all the work himself, except for a 
half-day's weekly assistance in the heavier 
cleaning and hauling. 

Besides the poultry, there is a thrifty 
young orchard and space is given over also 
to grapevines and berry bushes, and to a 
garden where enough vegetables are grown 
not only to supply the family, but to pro- 
vide a surplus for sale to customers who 
come to the place. Mrs. Lee is a garden 
enthusiast, and has found time to make the 
place attractive, as well as do her part in 
making the enterprise a success.

In the two 
years that he has lived here, his flock of 
hens has never run above one hundred 
birds, and these are just about equally divid- 
ed between the big Light Brahmas and 
Rhode Island Reds. From these he ob- 
tains meat and eggs for family use and, 
whenever there is a surplus of either, a 
ready market is found at’ the place, or 
through the medium of store trade. This 
year he is giving a flock of young turkeys 
the run of the place. These, when eight 
months old, weighed seventeen pounds, and 
passers-by have been so eager to purchase 
them that Mr. Miner is convinced there 
would be a profitable market for a much 
larger flock. 


FARM PRODUCTS FLOAT 


FULLERTON.—The Orange County Farm 
Bureau featured an agricultural products 
float in the Fullerton Armistice Day parade.

SPRAYING DEMONSTRATION 


VILLA PARK.—A group of 200 citrus 
growers witnessed a recent spraying dem- 
onstration held at the George Eltiste grove. 
under the auspices of the agricultural ex- 
tension service. Dr. Ralph Smith, ento- 
mologist of the Citrus Experiment station, 
demonstrated the difference between good 
and poor applications.

ROTARY FARM PROGRAM 


ORANGE.—A farmers’ program was fea- 
tured ata recent Orange Rotary club meet- 
ing sponsored by the agricultural extension 
service.

W. R. Schoonover, Uni- 
versity of California, spoke on the present 
surplus of lands in the State for agricultur- 
al purposes. “There is no imminent need 
for more land development,” he said. “What 
we need is more efficient farming, and a 


reduction of acreage on crops poorly adapt- 
ed to the lands used. 
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Hail, the “Cream Check!” 


ALIFORNIA dairymen-producers, mant- 

facturers and distrfbutors, representing 
a division of State agriculture that has an 
annual valuation of $130,000,000, assembled 
at the Pacific Slope Dairy Show in Oakland 
last Thursday for their annual get-together 
and talk-fest. 


The growth of the dairy industry in Call- 
fornia was never sensational, but it has 
been steady. Cow population, over a 
period of years, has remained stable at 
around 600,000 head, yet the annual produc- 
tion of milk fat has continued to show «4 
most satisfactory gain. This is because the 
dairy farmer has been ridding himeelf of 
his low-producing cowse—his “boarder” fe 
males and his “scrub” bulle—and bringing 
im better animals to take their place. 

No better illustration of the value of pure- 


bred animals in the dairy herd is offered: 


than is to be found in Marin county in 
Northern California. With fewer cows than 
five years ago, this county, in 1926. pro- 
duced 4,387,443 pounds of butter fat, an in- 
crease of 1,000,000 pounds In the annual 
output. Los Angeles county, where progres- 
sive milk producers are keeping pace with 
an ever-growing population by the introduc- 
tion of better stock in dairy herds, in 1926, 
produced 12,716,819 pounds of butter fat, an 
increase of several million pounds in a five- 
year period, with but a slight increase in 
cow population. It is interesting to note 
that four counties in California have an 


peunds, while twenty-cight counties anneal- 
ly produce between ome and eight million 
pounds of butter fat. 

While the dairy cow population has 
steadily improved in quality in recent years, 
we have it from Sam H. Greene, secretary 
of the California Dairy Council, that the 
dairyman, himself, has also developed into 
a modern business man instead of just a 
plain, garden-variety of “cow milker.” “The 
dairy farmer,” says Mr. Greene, “is apply- 
ing manufacturing standards to the manage- 
ment of his farm. He knoQws that he cannot 
make a profit from a cow that produces 180 
pounds of fat a year, so he replaces her 
with one showing a test record of, say, 240 
pounds. The ‘manufacturing cost,’ that is, 
the feed and care of the 240-pound cow, 
need not be more, and quite often is less, 
than for the low producing ‘boarder.’ After 
first cost of the better cow, the farmer gets 
sixty pounds more of butter fat for the 
same operating cost.” 

Regular testing ie the only means the 
farmer has of knowing whether his cow is 
producing enough for a profit, and one of 
the bright spote in California's dairy out- 
look is the statement from the College of 
Agriculture that this State leads all others 
in percentage of cows under test. 

Great things have been accomplished by 
the California dairy interests in recent 
years, and greater progress is just ahead. 
The time may not be far distant when prac 
tically every dairy cow in the State will be 
enrolled in some testing association, and 
when “boarders” and “scrubs” will be 
chased to the shambles and the “bologna 
works” by hard-working and heavy produc 
ing bovines who coptribute to the “cream 
check.”

VENTURA.—Beginning this winter, 4 
walnut pruning experiment on forty-four 
seedling walnut trees, will be made in Ven- 
tura county by W. B. Hooper, walnut exten 
ston specialist of the University of Califor- 
nia, and Vincent F. Blanchard, Ventura 
county farm adviser. For the past three 
years records of the production of these 
specified trees have been kept, In order that 
the performance history of the trees may be 
available for comparison with the records 
after pruning. The experiment will be ar- 
ranged so that for each five trees in four 
plots, there will be a corresponding number 
of checked trees. The trees under observa- 
tion are in the orchard of D. A Tobiag of 
Saticoy. 


EXPECTATIONS EXCEEDED 

SANTA PAULA.—Four lemon packing 
houses in Santa Paula and the Santa Clara 
Walley, Ventura, have shipped $3,000,000 
worth of fruit this year, according to reports 
issued by the Limoneira company, the Santa 
Paula Citrus Association, and Blanchard In- 
vestment Company and the Teague-McKe 
vett Company. A price depression the first 
of the year forecast limited sale returns, but 
this condition was materially bettered as 
the season advanced, and lemon growers 
here have received unusually large pay- 
ments this year, according to packing house 
representatives.

High School Boy Makes 
Money on Turkeys 


BAKERSFIELD.—As part of his agricul- 
tural education in the Kern County Union 
High School, James Hare joined the agri- 
culture club and entered a contest in rais- 
ing turkeys for profit. Here is the story, 
in his own words, of how he cleared $319.40 
from nine turkey hens: 


“In February, 1926, I bought four hens 
and one gobbler from Whit C. Barber, along 
with five hens and one gobbler from my 
father. The first setting of eggs hatched 
March 28. I used hens to hatch the eggs 
and brood the young turks until they were 
old enough to roost. By the middle of May 
I had seventy-four young turks, which were 
fed on alfalfa greens and growing mash. 
After they became older they were fed 
equal parts of corn, wheat and barley. 

“From March to August the young tur- 
keys ate 1284 pounds of feed, costing $32 
during this time. From August to the end 
of December, the turkeys consumed 2410 
pounds of grain, at a cost of $45.30, with 
only twenty-seven hours’ attention during 
this time. This makes a total of $77.50 
feed cost, and 212 hours at 20 cents, mak- 
ing the total cost of raising the turkeys. 
including green feed, $136.70. 

“By Christmas time I had sold 740 pounds 
of turkeys at an average of 45 cents a 
pound. The turkeys sold for $336.10. My 
father bought two gobblers and eight hens 
for $80, making the total receipts $456.10. 
Subtracting the cost of raising, this leaves 
a profit of $319.40. 

“Reviewing the above figures, I find that 
it takes approximately 4.9 pounds of grain 
to produce one pound of turkey. Also, it 
takes $0.184 to produce one pound of tur 
key under my conditions.”

PASADENA.—-M. C. Hammack, on 
uating from the city echools of Los Angeles, 
decided that he would ask nothing better 
from life than to own an apple orchard in 
Northern Oregon. Accordingly, he went 
north, but after a short stay in that country, 
came to the conclusion that he would re 
vise his plans and return to Southern Call- 
fornia to grow citrus fruit. He was fortu- 
nate in finding exactly what he sought in 
a fiveacre lemon grove. After the deal 
had gone through, he was surprised to find 
that the former owner had sold the place 
solely for the purpose of getting sufficient 
money to go into the poultry business. This 
started Mr. Hammack thinking that there 
might be something in poultry, and: he fin- 
ally purchased a few hens and turned them 
loose in his grove. 

That was fourteen years ago, and from 
this small beginning Mr. Hammack has 
built up a thriving poultry business. At 
his present location, 1416 North Allen ave- 
nue, trapnesting and selective breeding are 
most emphatically in order.

Madera Dairymen Oust 
“Scrub” Bulls 


FRESNO.—To the Madera County Cow- 
Testing Association, operating in the Chow- 
chilla community north of Fresno, goes the 
honor of being the first 100 per cent dairy 
organization in the State in which all mem- 


‘ber herds are headed by purebred sires. 


During the year just closed by the associa 
tion, twenty-three member herds were sired 
by pure-bred bulls, while the nine remala 
ing herds were headed by grade animals. At 
the annual meeting told recently, owners of 
the nine grade herds were presented wia 
pure-bred bulls in exchange for the grade 
sires in use, thereby making the associa. 
tion a strictly pure-bred organization. Ac- 
cording to United States Department of Axg- 
ricuiture records, only two other counties 
in the entire United States have complete 
ly banned “scrub” bulls. 

More than 100 prizes were awarded at the 
annual meeting for high cows, high herds 
and other distinctions brought about 
through exceptional efforts on the part of 
dairymen during the year. The 908 dairy 
cows in the Madera association produced an 
average of 295 pounds of butter fat each 
during the year, according to K. A. Grube, 
official tester. The total production was 
7,433,768 pounds of milk and 271,069 pounds 
of butter fat. The average test was 3:65 
per cent. 


Former Attorney Makes 
Poultry Pay 


LA CANADA.—Back in Nebraska, Charies 
C. McElroy was a successful lawyer. After 
coming to Southern California, however, he 
decifed to go into the poultry business and 
“live out of doors.” He found a small tract 
of land lying on a gentle slope on Hill ave- 
nue, and in February, 1926, when he had 
his brooder and poultry houses ready for 
their reception, he bought two thousand 
White Leghorn baby chicks. From these 
he raised eight hundred puillets. Following 
the practice of the breeder from whom he 
pought his pedigreed chicks, he discarded 
the cockerels, killing them outright just as 
soon as they began to make their identity 
known. He says he is positive that in do- 
ing this he saved not merely money, but a 
great deal of valuable time and Space that 
were better applied to the development of 
his pullets. 


Working on the same principle, he has 
raised one thousand additional pullets this 
year, and so has a flock of eighteen hun- 
dred laying hens and pullets. Al! eggs are 
sold at wholesale, so he has never been 
bothered about finding a reliable cash mar 
ket. Because of this he expects to bring his 
flock as quickly as possible to the three 
thousand mark, as this is the number 
which he feels he can most efficiently care 
for om his acre and a quarter. While his 
land cost a great deal more than might or- 
dinarily seem justified for commercial eggs 
production, Mr. McElroy has found that 
practically all of it can be utilized for build- 
ings and poultry yards, and that only a 
small portion of it need be used for grow- 
ing green feed. He secures lawn clippings 
from the extensive grounds immediately 
about his home, and it is only In winter, 
when the growth is inclined to be somewhat 
slow, that he finds it necessary to depend 
upon a patch of home-grown green stuff. 


In the large units, that now comprise 
his present plant, several interesting items 
are to be noted. Chief among these are out- 
side drinking troughs that, accessible only 
from the inside of the houses, are kept in @ 
state of constant cleanliness. Each house 
is divided into sections holding not more 
than two hundred birds in each pen, and 
each section has an outside entrance open- 
ing directly upon a runway. Small yards 
are favored, and in these yards, which have 
the top as well as the sides enclosed with 
wire, the lower board has been nailed four 
inches from the ground In scratching 
about in their yards, which are on a south- 
ward slope, it quite naturally follows that 
much of the litter is cast out into the run- 
way, making it a simple process to quickly 
clean the yards by sweeping out the re- 
mainder and assembling it in piles for fu- 


‘ture use. 


TO IMPROVE HAY 


MESA (Ariz.)—Arizona hay growers 
have found rather poor marketing condl- 
tions during the past season. They are 
left with a large stock that may not be 
called upon by sheepmen this winter, as 
range conditions are good and the pros 
pects for unfenced winter feed are of the 
best. Some of the poorest hay has found 
a market as fertilizer in Southern Califor- 
nia citrus groves. A very definite move 
is now under way toward the production ofa 
higher grade, as this is always in demand 
in Los Angeles and other cities at very re- 
munerative figures. Some in this 
district now are producing “rabbit hay.” 
by care in cutting in a greener stage and 
are at night. Attempts also are being 

to secure baling at night, or in the 

early morning. Thus there is less shatter- 
ing, something that diminishes very ma- 
terially the sales value of even the best qual 
ity. This is receiving close attention from the 
Roosevelt Hay Growers, which has very 
materially curtailed the baling of off-grade 
hay. Its president, D. G. Spilsbury, states 
his belief that all the poorer grades should 
held for cattle and sheep feeding, and 
the higher grades shipped.

MOJAVE’S “HIDDEN WATERS” 
(Ceontineed from Page Eleven) 

This rig ia being succesfully used on other 
neighboring ranches, and in certain in- 
stances excellent wells have been obtained 
that are said to throw as high as 200 inches 
with an eight-inch pump. In Other in- 
stances horizontal wells are in use, these 
being constructed of fortytwo-inch con- 
crete infiltration pipe. A notable example 
of this type of well is found on the Helen- 
dale ranch. 

The soils of the valley consist of alluvial 
materials eroded from the mountains and 
redistributed in the basin. They vary from 
sandy loams of silty texture on the benches 
to heavy loams on the bottoms. These 
loams allow free percolation of water, do 
not bake or puddle and are well adapted 
to cultural operations. Alfalfa, grain sor- 
ghums, silage corn, sudan grass and decidu- 
ous fruits are the chief crops adapted to 
this section, and are the best suited to cli- 
matic conditions. Neither alkali nor hard- 
pan is found in sufficient quantity in most 
places to be a factor. 

The climate is that of a general farming 
country. With an altitude of 2600 feet, a 
definite dormant period for vegetation is 
established. There are night frosts for 
several months in the winter time, while 
the summer days are hot and the nights 
generally cool. 

NEW ERA COMING 


Alfalfa produced in the Mojave River 
Valley is a fine stemmed, heavily leafed 
and bright colored crop. It brings a pre 
mium on the Los Angeles market, having 
for the past seven years brought an aver- 
age of $25 a ton f£.0.b. the loading stations 
in the valley. Yields have been beavy as 
a rule and, properly handled, the crop has 
proven long lived and dependable. The 
McNew Ranch reports one stand that has 
been cropped continuously for thirty years. 

From the standpoint of economic produc- 
tion, ranchers in the Mojave River Valley 
are unanimous in their belief that condi- 
tions there for general farming are excel- 
lent. The good crops of high-grade alfalfa, 
silage corn, sorghums and grain that are 
being produced lead the writer to believe 
that the area's latest bid for an increased 
production of dairy products will meet with 
success. 

From an economic point of view, the pro 
duction of the milk and cream that sup 
plies the Los Angeles trade has been for 
the most part a mistake. A very large 
percentage of this supply for the largest 
city of the West has come from corral 
dairies situated in the suburban territory 
contiguous to the metropolitan area. iIn- 
stead of producing this milk and cream 
upon the farms and ranches which grow 
the roughage, and at least a portion of the 
supply of concentrates fed to the cows, the 
dairymen have brought feed grown at & 
distance, shipped to the metropolitan mar- 
kets and passed through several hands. 
There are several profits between the 
grower and the feeder of dairy stock under 
such a system. The feed itself ig fed to 
the cows by highly paid employees, whose 
wage demand must be necessarily fixed by 
the metropolitan scale of living, and is 
aoe s located upon ground of high rental 

ue. 

Every item that enters into the cost of 
production under these conditions is com 
trolled and fixed upon a high scale by the 
metropolitan contact, with the inevitable 
effect upon prices to the consumer. Cod- 
tinuous subdivision of suburban areas 
around Los Angeles and cutting up of lars- 
er ranches everywhere near the metropol- 
itam area is crowding out the close-in 
dairies. At the same time the demand for 
an increased supply of milk and cream 
keeps up. A movement to establish dairies 
in tite outlying country, where the feed can 
be economically produced and where there 
is some room to turn around, is the nat- 
ural consequence of all this. 

With excellent transportation facilities 
avallable either by train or truck and with 
good growing conditions, the Mojave River 
Valley is sure to attract the attention of 
many dairymen from this time forth.

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Newer Berry V arieties 
for Fruit it Garden 


College of ef California 

Home gardeners as ara as commercial 
fruit growers are generally interested in 
new introductions and improvements on 
present varieties for planting. The college 
of agriculture of the University of California 
has been conducting preliminary tests on 
some of the newer varieties of blackberries 
and dewberries, and can report something 
regarding their merits. 


The Young berry is now growing commer- 
elally in several districts. It is, in all essen- 
tial points, like the Loganberry, but under 
favorable conditions is probably a little 
sweeter. It has been termed the “sweet Lo 
gan” for this reason. The druplete of the 
berry are not as even as on the Logan, and 
the color is more like that of a very ripe 
Loganberry. Distribution of the Young ber- 
ry is being made through the United States 
Department of Agriculture, and it can be 
purchased from nurseries as well. While 
the variety does not seem likely to replace 
the Loganberry, it will probably be planted 
extensively, and should be very desirable for 
fresh fruit and for home or commereial 
Plantings. 

The Thorniless Austin dewberry is entirely 
thornless, even to the suckerg from the 
roots, which is not the case with suckers 
from broken Cory Thorniess roots. Grow- 
ers should find this berry fully equal to the 
other varieties of dewberries, because in 
trials the plants have been vigorous, free 
from disease and from the redberry mite, 
and fruitful. The canes often grow as long as 
15 feet when the plants are well watered. 
The variety comes to us from Texas. It has 
already produced some thornless seedlings 
when crossed with the Cory. 

A new English blackberry is Sherlock Jr. 
Tests have shown the berries to be firm, 
and they hold their color well when canned. 
The plants are very similar to the well- 
known Himalaya, but seem to be a little 
more slender and the berries are possibly 
smaller. Cultural conditions may, however, 
affect the size. The berries ripen late, along 
with the Himalaya. It remains to be seen 
whether the variety will have any import- 
ant advantage over the Himalaya. 

Other new berries being tested by the col- 
lege include Edward Langley, Pollock and 
Common British. It is very doubtful if any 
of these berries will replace the ones al 


ready established, but they may add variety 
to our collections. What is needed is not 
more varieties, but varieties with larger, 
firmer, better colored, and better flavored 
fruit. Many people would like to have & 
berry the size of the Cory Thortiess, with 
the flavor of the Himalaya. Several seed- 
lings from a cross between the Cory and the 
Himalaya will bear in 1925, and we will see 
what the results are. There are also thorn- 
less seedlings from cfoesing the Cory with 
the Thornless Austin, which will likely bear 
next year. Still other seedling crosses are 
growing, auch as crosses between the Young 
berry and the wild Pacific Coast dewhberry, 
between the Himalaya and the wild dewhber- 
ry, between the Cory and the Loganberry, 
and between the Loganberry and the wild 
dewberry. Results ought to be interesting 
at least. Reports of these results will be 
given from time to time. 


Certain new species of berries are being 


grown, particularly for breeding purposes. 
Rubus fraxinifolius, a very ornamental berry 
plant with beautiful red raspberry-like 
a thrives in California, and bears heav- 
ily; but the fruit is quite bitter. If a cross 
could do away with this bitterness, and add 
a little more juice while preserving all the 
other fine characteristics, we would have & 
very acceptable berm. The Andes Berry 
(R. glaucus) is growing well in California, 
but is slow to fruit. It may in time fruit 
fairly well, or possibly we can get good seed- 
ling crosses. These are possibilities which 
may interest berry growers.

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New Cotten Picker 
A newly perfected picking machine. de- 
veloped, ite sponsors say, especially for Ca!- 
ifortia conditions, is being assembled by the 
Gladiator Tractor Contpany of Los Angeles. 
The picker is of the suction type and selif- 
propelling. Bight men, each with a tube, 
and each picking a row, move ahead of 
the machine. The cotton is pulled from the 
boll and carried to a cleaner at the rear of 
the outfit, where trash and dirt are elimi- 
nated, the cleaned product being then de- 
posited in a sack. A patented direct drive 
principle permits a variation of speed in the 
mevement of the machine while the suction 
fan speed remains constant. The machine 
is sald to turn readily “on its heel.” George 
J. Zeigler of Los Angeles and W. M. Wis- 
dom, an Arizona cotton expert, were two of 
the ehgineers working out the plans for the 
machine while Everett B. Sawyer, a Nebras- 
ka manufacturer, has handled the financing. 
The machine has recently been tested in 
field pickings in the San Joaquin Valley.

course is entirely underground, the only 
evidence to mark its course being the splen- 
did growth of willows that receives their 
life from the subterranean stream. Mojave 
River Valley is really the eastern end of 
Antelope Valley, and the Mojave River 
flows out to the northward through it for 
a distance of approximately ninety miles. 


UNSEEN RESOURCES 


Probably one of the bast examples of @ 
self-storing river in the entire Southwest 
is this stream we call the Mojave. Its im- 
mediate channel, geologists say, consists 
of a series of gravel “storages” or subsur- 
face basins, of which there are nine in num- 
ber, impounded by the uplifting of rock or 
other impervious barriers across the river 
channel. These subsurface storages absorb 
the entire run-off of the watershed of the 
river during a normal year, and it is only 
in years of unusual precipitation in the 
headwaters of the stream that a surface 
flow extends beyond the sixth basin. Ris- 
ing in a high mountain watershed situated 
upon the north slope of the San Bernar- 
dino Mountains, this river annually dis- 
charges large quantities of water during 
the flood periods upon the deep gravels of 
the basins, saturating each in turn and then 
overflowing upon the gravels of the next 
lower basin, the gravels acting as giant 
sponges. 

The Mojave River is the only drainage 
outlet of the Antelope Valley which is en- 
tirely surrounded by high granite moun- 
tains. The direct flow of the main stream 
is largely supplemented by the discharge 
of many smaller streams flowing from the 
mountains to the west of the watershed, 
and finding the Mojave River through un- 
derground channels. The size of these 
underground storage basins can only be 
estimated. During 1924, said to have been 
the driest year in a period of seventy years, 
uhe water table in the gravels of the Lower 
Helendale Basin, the third and largest basin 
below the point where the river emerges 
from the mountains, stood at four and one- 
half feet below the surface of the bottom 
lands bordering the river channel, and but 
a few inches below the surface of the main 
channel. (We are again quoting geologists, 
who presumably were giving an uncolored 
report.) It has been estimated that at 
least 150,000 acre feet of water annually 
finds its way through this ‘ “bottleneck” of 
the valley. 

The various basins have been defined as 
follows: The Verde, or Upper Victorville 
Basin, which extends eighteen miles above 
Victorville; the Oro Grande, or Lower Vic 
torville Basin, extending a distance of six 
miles below the gorge at Victorville, where 
the stream has all of the earmarks of a 
full-fledged river on the surface; the len- 
dale Basin, eighteen miles below Oro 
Grande; another in the Barstow area, de- 
fined as the Hinkley-Barstow Basin, and 
other basins of lesser importance pass in 
the Daggett and Newberry districts. A 
study of these basins has led some inves- 
tigators to believe that there may be 
enough Water concealed about the unseen 
parts of the rather unimpressive Mojave 
River to bring as much as 100,000 acres 
under an intensive system of irrigation. 


MANY GOOD WELLS 


To harness this stream .for the produc- 
tion of crops is, to Judge by the experience 
of some who have attempted if, a perfectly 
feasible uddertaking. In sections 
above Victorville many wells are artesian. 
Especially ia this true-on the big Verde 
ranch, Quite a number of eondreté caisson- 
type wells have been suceessfuily sunk in 
the valley, some of these extending to near- 
by bench lad@s, and an ‘abundant supply 
of water has been ‘had for the cost of pump- 
ing, with a short lift. 

On the Merrill & Blacet Ranch at Helen- 
dale a rig Was designed and placed in oper- 
ation that utilizes an “orange-peel” bucket 
used for excavation work within the cais- 
son. This power bucket operates in any 
depth of water, and no lowering of the 
water table within the caisson or monolith 
is required. it works much more rapidly 
than by hand work, and.sinking of the well 
to about any desired

INDIO.—Nestiing among mesquite-cov- 
ered sand dunes five miles northwest of 
this city is ome of the most productive 
ranches in the Coachella Valley. Twenty- 
seven of the 160 acres of desert land which 
belongs to Dr. D. E. Hunter of Los Angeles 
is in a high state of cultivation. One mar- 
vels at the productivity of the soil, which 
to the eye appears to be simply white sand 
like the surrounding dunes. Lying a short 
distance underneath this sand, however, is 
a fine silt soil which, when supplied with 
sufficient moisture from a twelve-inch 
drilled wel, produces fine crops of grape- 
fruit, grapes, alfalfa and dates. 

Five acres of this ranch is in twelve- 
year-old grapefruit trees, which for size 
and productivity are remarkable. Last sea- 
son this orchard produced 500 boxes of 
grapefruit per acre, bringing a gross re 
turn from the five acres of $5000, and net- 
ting over .$600 per acre, according to C. L. 
Cudebec, superintendent of the ranch, The 
size and sweetness of this grapefruit are 
said to be exceptional. 


Four acres is set to Malaga grapes, and ' 


five acres is plented to alfalfa, on which a 
very heavy stand has been secured. Eight 
cuttings a year are taken from this land, 
says Mr. Cudebec, at an average of from 
one and a quarter to one and a half tons 
per acre. All of the alfalfa hay, with the 
exception of enough to feed two teams, is 
used as fertilizer on the ranch. 


Twelve acres on the ranch is planted to 
Deglet Noor dates. Two acres is in 1 and 
2-year-old trees, and eight acres in trees 
from 5 years old up. One and one-half 
acres of the older orchard is in 12-year-old 
date trees, which are said to have pro- 
duced 230 pounds of dates per tree last 
year. This year’s crop is said to have been 
heavier. These trees are from offshoots 
imported from Algefla. The flood system 
is used for irrigation, a permanent border 
being maintained from tree to tree and 
across the ends of the rows. This forms 
a’ pond when water to the depth of sev- 
eral inches is turned in. Thus, an even 
amount of moisture, which subirrigates 
freely in the loose soil, is applied to each 
tree. As soon as the crop is picked, a 
heavy covering of alfalfa hay is applied 
and disked in. Commercial fertilizers are 
also used to some extent in all the orchards 
on the ranch. 

A few shade trees and ten varieties of 
young citrus trees were set out a year ago, 
and all are showing a remarkable growth. 
Among the trees are navel and Valencia 
oranges, Marsh seedless grapefruit, Eureka, 
Ponderosa and Simpson lemons, tangelo, 
Dancy jangerine, Algerian manderin, King 
manderin, seedless lime, two yarieties of 
jujube, apricot, saucer peach pomegranates, 
Kadota, Mission and Black San Pedro figs, 
guava and olive. 

One of the most comfortable and conve 
nient houses seen on the desert hag been 
built for the superintendent. Practically 
all conveniences of the city, except gas, 
have been installed. A “submarine” sleep- 
ing room is an innovation that hag con- 
tributed to comfort on hot summer nights. 
The tops and sides of this novel sleeping 
room are rounded and constructed of sheet- 
metal, which is covered with heavy outing 
cloth. A pipeline brings water to the sleep- 
ing room, and a small stream is allowed 
to trickle down through the cloth from a 
perforated pipe which extends across the 
top. The sheetmetal sides are cooled by 
the running water. 


Storm Drain Ready for 
Excess Water 


MECCA.—The Coachella’ Valley” storm 
drain, which was damaged by the heavy 
rains last winter, is being repaired and put 
in shape for the cOming season. This mam- 
moth drain extends from Point Happy, sev- 
eral miles west of Indio, to the Salton Sea, 
and was built a few years ago to protect the 
farms and cities of the valley from storm 
waters of Whitewater River, and the occa- 
sional cloudburst and heavy protracted 
rains.

CITRUS EXPORTS DOUBLED 


England and Scotland are the best forcign 
market» for Southern California grapefrait 
and according tu a report just 
sued by the trade extension department of 
the Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce. 
These countrties, according to the report, 
took approximately $1,300,000 worth of Call- 
fornia citrus fruits in the year ending July 
30, last, which was an increase of more 
than $1,000,000 over the purchases of two 
years ago. While figures are not yet com- 
plete, indications are that exports for July 
and August this year will total more than 
$1,000,000. Single ships during August have 


left the Los Angeles port with cargoes of 
more than 100 carloads of Southern Califor- 
nia oranges.
